URE TO HAVE PROOF OF 
EXEMPTION . 








On and after this date there will 
be no excuse taken from any man 
who apparently is in Class One un- 
der the Military Service Act for not 
having papers in his possession show 
ing why he {fs not in uniform. Strin- 
gent regulations and rules have been 
announced by the government cover- 
ing the documents to be carried by 
every male person who is not on ac- 
tive service and who apparently may 
be or Is reasonably euspected of be- 
ing within thé description of Class 
One, who for any reason may have 
claimed that he fs not within that 
class. Public notice to this effect is 
iven in a large advertisement 
; which appears in this paper. 
Every man who Is exempted or 
not Hable for military service must 
have upon his Person at ull times, 
or In the building where he works, 
proof of his age, either in the form 
of a birth certificate or a certificate 
signed by two reputable citizens; 
proof of his marriage in the same 
form; proof of nationality if he 
claims exemption on that ground; 
proof of having been discharged 
from active sepvice if a returned sol- 
dier; proof in writing if he is a min- 
ister; exemption papers signed by 
the registrar for his district if ex- 
empt from service and proof in writ- 
ing signed by two reputable citizens 
if he claims that he is not Hable for 
military service on any other ground. 
Fallure to carry the required pap- 
ers after the first of June will mean 
that the man will be presumed to be 
a deserter or defaulter without 
leave, and he may he arrested and 
fined $30 or imprisoned for a month 
or both; and moreover, he may be 
taken into military custody. put in 
the army and kept there so long as 
required or until the fact shall be 
established to {the satisfaction of 
competent authority that be is not 
Mable for military duty. Any  per- 
son using, signing or giving a false 
certificate will be liable to a fine of 
$500 or six months in jail.

He vac- 
cinated at the rate of 2,000 aheep a 
day.. 

‘The death rate from diphtheria 
today is only six per cent. of all the 
cases, the speaker stated.
